s.o. i 2 J 6 (E>.— Whereas by the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Power S.O. 1209(E) dated 2 nd November, 2004 published in the 
Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part 11, Section 3, Sub-section (ii) dated 2 nd 
November, 2004 issued under sub-section (3) of Section 62 of the Bihar 
Reorganisation Act, 2000 (30 of 2000), the Central Government has appointed 
the 1 day of April, 2001 as the date on which the Bihar State Electricity Board 
ceases to function and stands dissolved. The Bihar State Electricity Board will 
remain functional within the territory of successor State of Bihar. 

2. And whereas no agreement between the successor States of Bihar and 
Jharkhand has been reached for apportionment of assets, rights and liabilities of 
the said Board, the Secretary (Power) held a meeting on 5 th June, 2004 in which 
both the States have agreed to divide the assets on the basis of geographical 
nexus. There was no agreement on other issues. 

3. Now, therefore, after duly considering the views of the successor State 
Governments and taking into account relevant factors, in exercise of powers 
conferred by sub-section (3) of the Section 62 of Bihar Reorganisation Act, 
2000 the Central Government hereby makes the following orders for the 
apportionment of the assets, rights and liabilities of the Bihar State Electricity 
Board between the successor Electricity Boards of Bihar and Jharkhand 
namely:- 

i) Assets: The fixed assets are divided on the basis of geographical 
nexus. 

ii) Liabilities: Long term liabilities are divided in the ratio of fixed 
assets i.e. 67:33 (Bihar:Jharkhand).

m) Current assets and cnrrent liabilities: The apportionment of 
current assets and current liabilities' shall be in the ratio of 
consumption otpower i.e. 49.73:50.27 (BiharrJharkhand). 

iv) Allocation of staff, posts and staff related liabilities: 

a) The post and staff would be allocated on the basis of 
recommendations of the State Advisory Committee-Electricity 
Board (SAC-EB) set up vide Ministry of Power order No 
42/9/2000-R&R(Vol-I V) dated 6.1.2004. 

b) Staff related liabilities would be apportioned in accordance with the 
6?2M4 ° f P ° WCr ICtter N ° 42/9/200 °-R&R(V°I-IV) dated 

4. Details of assets and liabilities (other than receivable / payable to the State 
Governments) apportioned in manner as stated in para 3 above is enclosed. 
Assets/liabihties related to the State Governments in relation to erstwhile BSEB 
are not required to be distributed as the net amount thereof is subsumed in the 
above distribution of assets and liabilities.

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NOTE ON DIVISION OIASSKIMJABIIJTIES OF ERSIWHILE BIHAR 
STATE EIuECTRICrn BOARD BETWEEN BIHAR STATE ELECTRICITY BOARD 
& JHARKHAND STATE ELECTRICITY BOARD 


(A) Basic principles of Division of Assets/Liabilities: 

Assets 

i) Fixed assets to be divided between the Electricity Boards of two states 
on geographical nexus basis. 

ii) Assets cash in nature (current assets and investment) to be divided 
between the Electricity Boards of the two States on power 
consumption ratio. 


Liabilities 

i) Long term liabilities to be divided between the Electricity Boards of 
two States in fixed assets ratio. 

ii) Current liabilities to be divided between the Electricity Boards of two 
States in power consumption ratio. 

Guiding Principles: 

i) The division of Assets/liabilities has been done based on the figures as 
given in the Annual Statement of Accounts for the year 2000-01 of 
erstwhile BSEB except for the liabilities figures in respect of NTPC, 
PGCIL, DVC & NHPC. The figures for these CPUs have been 
reconciled by BSEB with the concerned CPU and furnished to 
Ministry of Power vide their letter No ACTT/2/266/ 2002-Part-II/2554 
Patna dated 27.9.2004. The same has been adopted for division. 
However, any higher amount due to any of the CPSUs on account of 
power related dues will also be divided in ratio of power consumption. 

ii) The division of various figures of Assets/Liabilities between field 
units of Bihar Y Jh,:khand and common units has been based on the 
infbmni ion a - Y-d.ed by BSEB. 

iii) Efforts have bee ■ made by Ministry of Power to find out the 
geographical location of all the assets/liabilities. It is seen that 
common accounting units are handling the followings: 

a) Technical store - There are five units on technical stores, out of 
which three are located in Bihar area and two in Jharkhand area. 

b) Pole manufacturing units - There are seven pole manufacturing 
units out of which five are located in Bihar area and two in 
Jharkhand area. 

c) DDA (Sectt) - All the works of DDA (Sectt) are physically 
located in successor State of Bihar. 

d) AO (Security) & AO (RE) - The works of these two units are 
spread in the territory of both the successor States. 
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For division of Assets/liabilities of the above the following criterion 
has been adopted: 

a) Assets and Liabilities of AO (Pole) in the ratio of number of pole 
manufacturing units i.e. 5:2. 

b) Assets and Liabilities of technical services in the ratio of number 
of technical stores i.e. 3:2. 

c) Assets and liabilities of DDA (Sectt) allocated to Bihar SEB. 

d) Assets and liabilities of AO (Security) & AO (RE) have been 
allocated to Bihar since no information is available about the 
location of assets/liabilities of these units. 

iv) Assets/liabilities have been allocated as far as possible to the state 
Electricity Board considering ease of handling the accounts. For 
example, the assets/liabilities of M/s TVNL have been allocated to 
JSEB and that of BHPC and investments & cash balances etc. have 
been allocated to Bihar. 

v) Based on the above criterion, allocations have been made and the 
difference between the share of allocation of cash assets (based on the 
power Consumption ratio) and amount by actual allocation has been 
worked out. This works to out to Rs. 131.47 crores as excess 
allocation of cash assets to Bihar State Electricity Board over and 
above its share. This has been adjusted by allocating the equivalent 
amount of additional liability to Bihar State Electricity Board. 
Similarly, a lower allocation of cash assets against the share (based on 
the power consumption ratio) amounting to Rs. 131.47 crores has been 
compensated in respect of Jharkhand State Electricity Board by 
allocation of equivalent lower liability 

vi) The share of liability of Bihar State Electricity Board i.e. Rs. 3165.02 
crores has been worked out by adding 49.73% of current liabilities 
under Schedule 28 i.e. Rs. 4486.59 crores and 67% of the long term 
liabilities i.e. under Schedule 31 & 32 i.e. Rs. 1393.80 crores. 
Similarly, the share of Jharkhand State Electricity Board amounting to 
Rs. 2715.36 crores has been worked out with the corresponding

vii) All the figures as contained in the division of assets/liabilities are final 
unless adjustment is proved for the following: 

a) Any reconciliation with the annual statement of accounts for the 
year 2000-01 of erstwhile BSEB. 

b) Any reconciliation with the lenders/debtors. 

c) Re-conciliation due to the Audit of accounts.
